REPORT OF TOWN AGENT 


I reported last year that suit was then pending in Chittenden 
Municipal Court brought by the Town of Colchester against the 
Town of Essex to recover for the care of certain persons in the 
Fanny Allen Hospital under a law passed by the legislature in 
1937. This case has been held open and not yet tried. In my 
opinion Colchester cannot recover for the reason it did not give 
Eissex proper or legal notice. The Town of Colchester brought 
a similar suit under the same law against the Town of Underhill 
in which I am attorney for Underhill, which was tried in Chit- 
tenden Municipal Court on January 19, 1939. At the trial of 
this case I raised the same question as to notice and that case may 
determine the question in our case. The Underhill case is now 
waiting for the decision of the Court. The law under which 
these suits are brought is vicious and should never have been 
passed by the Legislature. An effort will be made to repeal this 
law at the present Legislature. 


Last year I reported that there was pending in Supreme 
Court a case to enjoin the State of Vermont from assessing muni- 
cipalities in the Winooski Valley out of existence for flood con- 
trol. I refer to my last year’s report for more detail. The Su- 
preme Court held the law unconstitutional.

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SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS REPORT 


To the School Directors, Town of Essex: 


The following table shows the changes in enrollment during 

tne last three years:

The most interesting change revealed by these figures is the 
increased enrollment in the High School. This indicates that 
more pupils are staying in school beyond the compulsory attend- 
ance requirement. I trust that each year an even greater per- 
centage of boys and girls who complete the elementary school 
course will continue their work in high school. Such an incréase 
indicates that the schools are serving community needs. 


The work in the foundation subjects in the elementary 
schools is being carried on according to the recommendations of 
the State Department of Education. ‘A Suggested Course of 
Study in Health Education for Elementary Schools’, prepared 
by the State Department, was published and distributed to the 
schools in November. This Course recommends a minimum of 
100 minutes per week for actual health instruction in addition to 
a “daily 20-minute instructional period (minimum) in which 
pupils are taught the various activities which should be included 
in a good physical education program.” Although we have not 
been able to arrange the schedules this year to include all of the 
activities suggested, we are following some of the units of in- 
struction and we plan to put into effect more of the recommenda- 
tions when school opens in September. 


I am pleased to report that the teachers are keeping in touch 
with worth-while developments in education through their profes- 
sional reading and through attendance at the meetings of the 
state and county educational associations. Furthermore, they 
have given splendid assistance in a series of teachers’ meetings 
held in this supervisory district during the last few months. 


In the High School, we are attempting in all reasonable ways 
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to link classroom work with real life situations to develop a sense 
of responsibility and self-control. The Course of Study in Safe- 
ty Education published by the State Department was used last 
Spring as the basis for safety instruction among the older boys 
and girls. Just recently a unit of the State Schoolboy Patrol was 
organized here with the assistance of Mr. Dickens of the State 
Motor Vehicle Department. Plans are under way to put into use 
the new course in Temperance Education for Grades 7, 8 and 9, 
which was drawn up in compliance with a law passed by the 1937 
Legislature, requiring such instruction. 


The painting done at the High School building last summer 
brightened up the rooms very perceptibly and made a much more 
cheerful school environment. The equipment recently purchased 
for the Home Economics room and the tables provided for the 
study hall are very definite aids to improved working conditions 
in the High School. Progress in the Agriculture Department is. 
hampered by lack of equipment. If at least one-half of the state 
aid received each year for this course could be spent for supplies 
and equipment, a much more helpful program of instruction 
enould be carried on. 


The plan which you are considering for a new toilet installa- 
tion at the Griffin School is sound and, certainly, most timely. It 
is very doubtful if the tanks in the present system would last 
through another school year. In fact, there are indications that 
these tanks are already leaking. Furthermore, the enrollment 
of nearly 40% more than the school is designed for makes the 
need of a new toilet system all the more acute. I trust that your 
budget recommendation will be adopted by the voters so that the 
instllation can be completed before the opening of school next 
September. 


I consider it appropriate to mention here a few instances of 
the assistance rendered by individuals and organizations leading 
to more effective work in the schools. In the Griffin School com- 
munity, parents and friends have raised a fund for playground 
equipment and library books. At the Center, a hot dish was 
served to the elementary pupils each day last winter and the plan 
went into effect again this year following Christmas vacation. 
This project is made possible only through the assistance of many 
people in the community who contribute food or help raise the 
necessary funds. Miss Forrest, the Public Health Nurse, has- 
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given valuable help in carrying out the health program of the 
schools and in securing remedial treatment for a number of phy- 
sically handicapped pupils. The Trustees of the Essex Classical 
Institute have made an appropriation for recreational activities 
on the school grounds and have also given a new desk and chair 
for the use of the Principal at the High School. 


I wish to express here my appreciation of your support and ~ 
your co-operation in carrying out the program of the schools 
during the past year.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


Essex Free Library 


The calendar of activities for the library for the past year 
has been an interesting one. During the winter months the trus- 
tees and other helpers held several library parties to assist the 
librarian in installing a desk charging system which was complet- 
ed later together with the classification of all the non-fiction by 
the librarian. 


On May 25, a Library Neighbors Day was held in the Essex- 
Jericho-Underhill district where about forty (40) library neigh- 
bors visited each of the libraries in the district and met for lunch- 
eon and informal talks on library matters at the Essex Grange 
Hall. 


The librarian attended the state summer library school held 
at the Fletcher Farms Educational Center in July. 


In August the new Regional service was inaugurated from 
St. Albans and since that time a trined librarian has visited us 
every two months, leaving twenty books at each visit. During 
this month also, Mrs. Harold Peck of Johnson, a WPA worker, 
mended about 100 books for the library. In October a “Library 
Tag Day” was carried out by the pupils of the schools which 
brought in $13 and purchased two new rugs for the library. 
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National ‘‘Book Week” was celebrated in November with an 
“Old Treasure and Young Hobby” exhibit and an afternoon tea 
served by the Home Economics girls of the high school. 


On the evening of December 30, the trustees met for their 
annual supper at the library and to plan the work of the coming 
year. | 


The increasing spirit of cooperation among neighboring li- 
braries is most encouraging and is making library work in this 
district more efficient. 


The Brownell library at Essex Junction has loaned us books 
to supplement our collection throughout the year and has also 
given us a card cabinet for our card catalog system. We have 
recently loaned 25 books to the newly organized Jericho library 
and have exchanged duplicate books from our collection with the 
Underhill library. . 


Through the kindness of the road commissioner, A. C. Noo- 
nan, the ungraded bank on the library property has been filled in 
and graded.

-of Essex for the year ending December 31, 1938:

Hight cases of venereal diseases were reported and checked. 


2—HEight cases of streptococci Mastitis in cattle were re- 
ported and isolated. 


3—The following restaurants, hotels and eating places were 
inspected, approved and licensed: C. V. R. R. Station, Bassett’s 
Restaurant, Lincoln Inn, Seymour’s Restaurant, Muncy’s Lunch, 
and Champlain Valley Exposition Grounds. | 


4__The village water supply was tested by collection of spe- 
cimen in sterile container and sending to Vermont State Labora- 
tory on Jan 20, April 20, July 23 and Oct. 21. All specimens 
were reported as a wholesome non-polluted water. Several in- 
dividual water supplies were likewise examined as requested. 


'~5—Sanitary conditions in the schools of Essex Center and 
Essex Junction were inspected and recommendations made. 
Complaints made by families covering school sanitation adjusted. 


6. Three coroner investigations were held: (1) Death by 
suicide—transient at Lincoln Inn. (2) Fatal auto accident— 
Mr. Benway, Alburg, Vt. (3) Waldo Siple family, Essex Center. 
Two sudden and unexplained deaths. Both children were autop- 
sied. Family and farm quarantined (Burgess farm). Blood 
and bacteriologic specimens were taken from members of family, 
help, water supply, milk, food, etc. Property inspected and adja- 
cent property. 


7—Proposed disposal of Burlington City Garbage and rais- 
ing of hogs by David Yandow investigated. Numerous complaints 
were reviewed and a favorable site was designated and staked 
out. 


There were numerous other details and complaints entered 
by citizens concerning unsanitary living conditions, improper 
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sewage disposal, suspicious disease, etc., all of which were invest- 
igated and adjusted. 


I wish to offer the following recommendations: (1) That 
the village provide for a systematic method of garbage collection 
and disposal. (2) That action be taken to provide for present 
overcrowding and unsatisfactory conditions in the schools of vil- 
lage and town.

REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


The following report is given for the year 1988 from Febru- 
ary 17th to January 1st, 1939, in the hope that it will add to the 
knowledge of the kind of work the nurse does among you. 


Pre-natal Service: In the town of Essex, 31 visits were made 
to 7 expectant mothers out of a total of 70 visits to 15 expectant 
mothers in all four towns of the Unit. 


Post-partum Service: In the town of Essex, 12 visits were 
made to 3 new mothers and babies out of a total of 44 visits in all 
four towns of the Unit. 


Infant and Pre-school Health Supervision Service: In the 
town of Essex, 70 visits to children in this age group out of a to- 
tal of 178 visits in the Unit. 


Medical Conferences: 1st Conference held on June 10th at 
the Health Center with Dr. Crandall attending. 20 children 
were present and Miss Tarrant, Extension Service Nutrition Spe- 
cialist consulted with the mothers on diet. Second Conference 
held on July 12th at the Essex Center Library with Dr. Hunter 
and Dr. Donahue, attending physician and dentist. 18 children 
were present. Third Conference held on October 19th at the 
Health Center with Dr. Archambault and Dr. Donahue, attend- 
ing physician and dentist. 18 children were present. 


24 children have been immunized against diphtheria at these 
three Medical Conferences held in Essex. 
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School Service: 404 Health Inspections were made by the 
nurse in Essex out of a total of 672 Health Inspections made in 
the Unit. 173 school children have been examined by local 
physicians out of a total of 363 examinations made in the Unit. 
150 Follow-up visits to homes of school children have been made 
in the town of Essex out of a total of 277 visits made in the Unit.
